NSMAN 
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ASKS FOR STEAM-DRIVEN PUMP 


Engineers Give Figures Comparing Cost of Operating Various 
Types of Engines Arriving at Conclusion that 
Steam Pump Is Most Advantageous 


The Board of Public Works will deplicate 
its plea of one year ago and ask for $40,000 
at the annual town meeting in March for a 
steam pumping equipment, Venturi meter 
jand other necessary improvements at the 
Haggett’s pond pumping station. The project 
| was defeated last year. The finance commit 
tee at that time was opposed to a steam pump 
and put in a strong bid for an electric pump 
This met with even stronger opposition by 
the voters. The Board of Public Works will 
also ask for an appropriation of $6,000 for the 
installation of a new sewer on Union street 

rhe board will ask for maintenance ap 
propriations amounting to $142,700 as fol 
lows: Water extensions, $30,000; service pipe 
and construction, $12,000; parks and play 
grounds, $4,500; including $500 for the pur 
| chase of playground equipment; sewer de 
partment, $6,200; highway construction 
| 990,000 and new work, $40,000 
| As usual a number of special articles will 
| ‘ppear in the town warrant asking for pecial 
|} 4ppropriations for water extensions in the 
outlying districts on petitions of the citizens 
in the various sections and localities. Several 
of these articles have been approved by the 
Board of Public Works while others have not. 


The following clear and concise report 
explaining the reasons why the appropriation 
is asked for the purchase of a steam-driven 
pump rather than for any other type is sub 
mitted by the Board of Public Works 

Since the last Town meeting the members 
of the Board of Public Works have made a 
more extensive and exhaustive study of the 
different methods of pumping water at the 
Haggett’s pond pumping station. In order to 
insure expert and experienced counsel the 
Board employed two very competent en 
gineers who enjoy enviable reputations for 
thoroughness, namely, H. K. Barrows and 
George A. Simpson of Weston & Sampson 
At a joint meeting of the Board of Public 
Works and the two engineers the general 
opinion was that the most economical way to 
pump the water would be by the use of a 
Diesel engine, but due to the inability to 
obtain sufficient statistical data as to the 
average life and reliability of the Diesel type 
of engine, it was decided that a modern steam 
pump, the type which has indisputably prov- 
ed its merits, should obviously receive ser- 
ious consideration 


Incidentally H. K. Barrows’ report ex 
pressed the opinion that it would be possible 
to take care of the station with one attendant 
in case electrically driven pumps were used. 
Phis suggestion indicates that the electrically 
driven pumps were second on the matter of 
economical operation, Quoting from the 
recommendation of the New England In 
surance Exchange the following was em 
phasized: “ Relative to a part-time attendant 
we believe that the best practice requires that 
someone should be on duty at the station 
whenever pumps are in operation and the 
hours of operation should be so arranged that 
the quantity in the reservoir should not vary 
more than ten per cent of the total capacity

LEGISLATION 

The legislation of the past few years has 
been a great factor in influencing present 
enrollment, and proposed legislation will 
affect to a large extent future enrollment as 
well as program of studies. Twenty years ago 
children could leave school if they were four 
teen years of age and had completed the 
fourth grade. About fifteen year 
was changed so that any child must first have 
reached the age of fourteen and finished the 
sixth grade of school. Again in 1919 a law 
was passed establishing continuation school 
in towns where there were employed two 
hundred or more minors between fourteen 
ind sixteen years of age. In 1923 under the 
provisions of this law Andover was forced to 
establish a continuation school, All minors 
between the ages of fourteen and sixteen hay 
ing employment certificates which permit 
them to work must attend this school at 


ago the law 


The large school can be operated at | In 1923-24 when the continuation school was 


first established in Andover there were 
seventy-nine minors between the ages of 
fourteen and sixteen in the public schools for 
full time and one hundred thirty-eight in the | 
continuation school. The last report for the 
year 1928-29 shows one hundred eighty-seven 
children of these ages in our schools and only 
forty-four in the continuation school. The 
change which has taken place among these 
children may in part be due to industrial 
conditions but this is not altogether true 
rhe large number of children found in our | 
high school over sixteen years of age is of 
course entirely due to their own inclination 
and that of their parents to obtain for them 
the best possible training that the localschools 
can furnish. The proposed legislation already 
mentioned and the demand for more educa 
tion in all occupations will undoubtedly 
increase this tendency and increase enroll 
ment very decidedly during the next five 
year

Well directed advertising can do more than 
any other one factor to hasten economic 
recovery in the United States.

In 1929 we spent about two million dollars 
on various kinds of advertising. This seems 
like a huge sum. Some critics call it an eco 
nomic waste. They say it adds to the price 
which the consumer pays. However, when 


we consider that this two million dollars 
advertising was a prime force in moving 
about 40 billion dollars worth of goods to the 
consumers, the proportion does not seem 
large. Moreover, had it not been for adverti 

ing our consumption would never have 


reached anything like a total of 40 billion 
dollars. This two billion dollars also includes 
a large volume of financial advertising which 


was essential to the flotation of eight bil- 
lion dollars of new securities—the proceeds 
of which have mostly gone into the building 
up of industrial and public utility plant and 
equipment, 


Estimates place the cost of advertising 
about three per cent of the cost of goods 
which people consume. As a matter of fact 


advertising has reduced prices rather than 
increased them. It has done this by making 
possible mass production and mass distribu- 
tion, You cannot have one without the other 


Machinery brought us mass production, but 
only through advertising have we achieved 
mass distribution. Standardized package 
goods could never have been marketed and 
hence never produced on the present wide 
scale, had it not been for advertising. The 
reduction in costs resulting from large scale 
production of standardized articles is passed 
along to the consumer in the form of lower 


prices. Hence, instead of being a factor to 
advertising has

We hear much today about the machine- 
made-unemployed. This is a real problem, 
Labor-saving machinery has thrown many 
men out of work. Yet no one will deny that 
such machinery is necessary, and will in the 
long run reduce the cost of living.

1929 saw 
more of this type than ever before. I expect 
this sort of advertising to grow rapidly for 
two very good reasons. First, reputable 
investment houses have waked up to the fact 
that they must present their story of sound 
investment or else the public will continue 
to be the easy prey of fraudulent stock pro-

Truth in Advertising Essential 

I have said that advertising is a powerful 
influence for economic welfare and progress 
This must be qualified to read “truthful” 
advertising. Truthfulness is the foundation 
upon which advertising must build if it is to 
survive and if it is to perform a beneficial 
public function, Dishonesty in advertising 
destroys confidence, not only in the firm 
which employs it, but also in advertising as a 
whole. Hence, dishonest exaggerated 
advertising harms business, the advertiser, 
the paper, and the public. Much progress has 
been made to clean up advertising in the past 
few years. Much remains to be done. In the 
financial realm, especially, care must be taken 
not to exaggerate or mislead. If a conscien 
tious effort is made to keep advertising clean 
during the coming year, I feel sure that it will
